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Entrance to the Pass of Glencoe. The valley of 
Glencoe begins between the Devil’s Staircase on the 
right and Buachaille Etive on the left, and is traversed 
throughout its whole length by the Coe (the Cona of 
Ossian). Enclosed between a range of magnificent 
mountains on the south and an almost continuous 
wall of precipice on the north, the aspect of the 
valley is one of wild and melancholy grandeur, 
especially when the summits on either hand are 
shrouded in the mists which usually hang over them. 
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Glencoe begins between the Devil’s Staircase on 
the right and Buachaille Etive on the left, and is 
traversed throughout its whole length by the Coe 
(the Cona of Ossian).
